ACTIVE SERVICH IN CRETE. 

The following order was issued yesterday 
by Brig.General Ballock, 0.B., commanding 
the Anny of Occupation :— 

Tbe General Officer Commanding hereby 
declares that, by reason ofthe recent exia- 
tence of active service in the Island of Orete, 
it is, in his opinion, necessary for the Public 
Sarvice that the British Forces in the Island 
aforesaid shall continue temporarily subject 
to. the Army Act as if they were on active 
service, with effect from $ist October, 1905, 
and until 80ch November, 1905, both dates 
inclusive.

The new Grand Mofti, Sheikh Bakri Moha- 
med Ashour Ei Sedfi, has entered immediately 
on his new post. He is a well-known personality. 
among the Moslem religious notables and a 
follower of the Hanafi rite. He was educated 
at Al Azhar, where he became ulema after 
showing considerable theological proficiency, 
and was for a long period Mafti to the now 
suppressed Beitel-Mal Administration. He 
was later appointed to the Mehkemeh High 
Gourt as Cadi and showed such legal and 
theological scumen that he gained the good 
opinion of the balk of Egyptian Moslems. 
He was acting as Grand Uadi in the place of 
Sheikh Yehia, who has gone on an important 
errand to Constantinople, when the death of 
Sheikh Abdul Kader Ei Raffei threw open to 
him the Grand Mattiship of Egypt. 

One of our Vairo contemporaries states that 
the Ministry of Justice is at present discussing 
the question whether the new Grand Mufti 
can still perform his fundtions of Grand Uadi 
per interim, or whether some one else must be 
appointed to replace Sheikn Yehia during his 
absence in Turkey.

THE ARAB HORSE, 


AND INFLUENCE. 


The Disney Protessor cf Archmology at 
Cambridge, Professor Ridgeway, is the author 
of a newly-published work on the origin and 
inflaence of the thoroughbred horee, in which 
he starts a new thesis on the Arab. 

Pare Arab horses, as we know them to- 
day, are descended from one or other of five 
great strains, called Al Kbamseh, which are 
generally believed to be indigenous to Arabia. 
Bat Professor Ridgeway maintains that, ac- 
cording to the testimony of the geographers 
Eratostheues and Strabo, the Arabs did not 
breed, or even possess, horses till after the 
beginning of the Christian era, Then they 
seem to have imported a dark type by way 
of Palestine; but whence came these Pales- 
tine horses { The answer is that they were 
part of a great export from Egypt which 
began before 1000 BC. We know on good 
authority that the Kiogs of the Bighteenth 
Egyptian Dynasty possessed horses of a breed 
wholly different from the indigenous light- 
coloured horses of Kurope and Asia, bat 
closely resembling the Arab and Barbary 
horse of to-day ; and long before the Chris- 
tian era such horses were sought by horse- 
lovers all over the Mediterranean and 
Western Asin. Whence in tarn did the 
Egyptians derive their horses? Professor Ridge- 
way discards the theory which ascribes their 
origin to the Hyksos conquerors or to some 
other Semitic people, and maintains that they 
came from the Ethiopians and Nubians dwell- 
ing on the left bank of the Nile. The “Lybian 
horse,” then, small, docile, lightly built, fleet, 
and dark in colour, is the source of the finer 
stocks of which the Arsb is the chief. We 
have not space even to sketch the evidence by 
which Professor Ridgeway supports this con- 
clusion, but it seems to us that he has succeed- 
ed in proving his point. The Libyan horse 
went early to Spain and was the found- 
ation of the mach esteemed Spanish 
horse of a later day, which in tarn was the 
parent stock of the early Irish horses. In 
the same way, the horses of Gaul and Greece 
in classical times were largely sprang from 
Libyan blood. The bay breed, which was 
found in the Troad before 1000 B.C., and 
which was regarded as divine, came from 
Libya, whence ‘Pegasus’ also was fabled to 
have sprang. The possession of good horses 
was indeed the first step in the greatness of all 
races, whether Egyptians, Medes, Persians, 
or Frank+, and “the acquisition of the horse 
by the Arabs was a main factor in the spread- 
ing of Islam.” Qu the altimate origin of the 
Libyan breed it is impossible to dogmatise, 
Wild horses may have passed into Africa in 
prehistoric times from Asia or Earope, and 
under the special conditions of African life 
have developed -their pecoliar build and 
colouring. Professor Ridgeway thinks that the 
same conditions prodacad the colouring of 
the Libyan horse and the quagga “The evi- 
dence of its characteristic bsy colour, the not 
infrequent occurrence of stripes on its head, 
body, and legs, its dark skin resembling that 
of the zebra, its special fecandity in North 
Africa, all point to ita being no merely artificial 
breed, formed under domestication by careful 
selection by man, bat indicate olearly that it 
is a distinct variety developed daring a long 
succession of time in Libya, under conditions 
similar to those which hava produced some of 
the zebras, with their finely formed limbs, their 
dark skin, and striped bodies.” The other 
alternative —that it is the result of crossing 
the domestic horse from Asia with some variety 
of striped African Ayuidae—is refatel by 
Protessor Cossar Ewart’s recent experiments, 
which show the sterility ot zsbra-horse hybri is.
